Consistent with precedent, we also find good cause exists to waive sections 54.720(a) and (b) of the Commission’s 
rules, which requires that petitioners file their appeals within 60 days of an adverse USAC decision for Holdrege 
Public School District and West Virginia Department of Education Office of Transition and Diversion Programs. 
See Requests for Review and/or Waiver of Decisions of the Universal Service Administrator by ABC Unified School

Finally, we deny Application No. 191031917 because Salina failed entirely to consider a valid bid submitted by a 
service provider.  See 47 C.F.R. §54.511(a) (requiring applicants to “carefully consider all bids submitted”); Request 
for Review of the Decision of the Universal Service Administrator by Ysleta Independent School District et al.; 
Federal-State Joint Board on Universal Service, Changes to the Board of Directors of the National Exchange 
Carrier Association, Inc., CC Docket Nos. 96-45, 97-21, Order, 18 FCC Rcd 26428, 26410, para. 47 (2003).
